PREFACE  TO  THE  REPORT 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen  : 

I have  the  pleasure  to  present  my  Report  upon  the  matters  affect- 
ing the  Public  Health  in  the  district  for  the  year  1953. 

The  Minister  of  Health  has  reques  ed  that  the  membership  of  the 
appropriate  Committees  and  Officials  of  the  Council  be  set  out  in  the 
Report.  This  has  accordingly  been  done. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  22,240  shows  an  increase 
of  740  over  the  preceding  year.  This  is  a welcome  fact  in  view  of  the 
fears  regarding  rural  de-population,  and  is  due  in  large  measure  to  the 
amenities  which  the  Council  are  providing  in  the  Rural  Area. 

The  General  Birth-rate  remains  high.  There  was  a decrease  in 
both  the  number  of  Still  births  and  Illegitimate  Births,  and  the  position 
in  this  respect  is  as  good  as  can  be  expected. 

There  was  a decrease  in  the  total  number  of  deaths  over  the 
preceding  year,  and  the  General  Death-rate  has  decreased  for  the  third 
successive  year. 

The  number  of  Cancer  Deaths  remained  approximately  the  same 
as  for  the  preceding  year.  The  Cancer  Death-rate  for  the  District  is 
somewhat  lower  than  the  National  rate.  In  over  half  the  Cancer  deaths, 
the  Digestive  Tract  andi  organs  were  affected. 

There  was  a reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths  of  Infants.  This 
resul's  in  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  which  is  considerably  lower  than 
the  National  Rate.  It  would  seem  therefore  that  the  medical,  nursing 
and  general  Infant  Welfare  in  the  Rural  District  is  of  a high  standard. 

The  number  of  Violent  Deaths  remained  substantially  the  same 
as  the  preceding  year. 

In  general  therefore,  the  Vital  Statistics  may  be  regarded  as 
satisfactory.  There  is  no  particular  or  vital  problem  offered. 

In  regard  to  Infectious  Diseases,  the  incidence  was  low  during  the 
year.  Measles  and  Whooping-cough,  which  usually  provide  the  largest 
number  of  notifications,  were  less  numerous  than  the  previous  year. 
There  was  a small  outbreak  of  Para-typhoid  which  occurred  in  the 
County  Hospital  in  Haverfordwest.  The  majority  of  cases  were  from 
the  Rural  District. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  was  a very  large  reduction  in  the 
number  of  fresh  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  the  year.  This 
IS  a welcome  sign,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  generally  speaking,  there 
appears  to  be  an  increase  of  fresh  cases  throughout  the  County.  There 
was  also  a slight  reduction  in  mortality  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 
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The  milk  sampling  scheme  shows  that  over  80  per  ce^h  of 
samples  taken  were  satisfactory.  This  reflects  a continued  high  st^raard 
of  cleanliness  in  the  production  and  handling  of  milk  The  numerous 
depar.ments  involved  in  the  control  of  milk  supplies  still  causes  con- 
fusion, and  renders  prompt  action  diflicult. 

Further  progress  was  made  in  Water  supplies  during  the  year. 
Over  80  per  cent,  of  dwellings  in  the  Rural  District  have  now  got  a 
piped  water  supply.  I his  is  a remarkable  figure  for  a large  rural  district. 
Schemes  are  going  forward  to  increase  these  supplies.  A large  amount 
of  sampling  was  carried  out  to  ensure  the  wholesomeness  of  water 
supplies. 

Continued  progress  was  made  in  regard  to  housing.  There  is  still 
need  for  an  Active  Housing  Programme  as  there  are  still  over  400 
applicants  for  re-housing  in  the  District.  In  addition  there  are  housing 
needs,  due  to  bad  living  conditions  which  are  not  listed  because  no 
applications  for  re-housing  have  been  made. 

The  Old  People’s  Bungalows  are  mee.ing  a great  need,  and  further 
progress  in  this  direction  is  most  desirable.  The  problem  of  squatting 
and  temporary  housing  units  has  not  been  completely  solved  yet.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  appropriate  ccmmit:ees  will  give  this  priority. 
It  appears  that  very  little  use  is  being  made  by  property  owners  of 
the  Improvements  Grants  Scheme.  There  are  many  properties  in  the 
Rural  District  (with  solid  basic  structure)  which  could  be  improved  and 
modernised.  This  would  eventually  lessen  the  strain  on  Council  building. 

The  Control  of  Food  offers  a big  problem  in  the  Rural  Area. 
The  Health  Department  is  doing  a difficult  job  well.  With  the  decontrol 
of  meat  it  was  hoped  that  the  Government  would  give  a firm  lead  on 
the  future  of  slaughtering  and  Meat  inspection.  Reversion  to  small  private 
Slaughterhouses  is  a re.rograde  step  from  a Public  Health  point  of  view, 
as  such  circumstances  make  it  difficult  to  ensure  that  all  meat  passed 
to  the  consumer  is  100  per  cent,  wholesome.  Strong  pressure  is  being 
brought  to  bear  to  place  the  responsibility  for  meat  inspection  on  the 
Veterinary  service.  There  is  a danger  therefore,  where  local  authorities 
do  not  provide  central  abattoirs,  that  they  may  lose  this  func  ion. 

The  sampling  of  Ice-Cream,  the  consumption  of  which  has  risen 
tremendously  in  the  last  few  years,  continued  during  the  year.  84  per 
cent,  of  all  samples  were  satisfactory,  and  reflects  a high  standard  of 
cleanliness  in  production  and  distribution. 

The  collection  of  refuse  provides  a useful  hygienic  service  in  the 
District.  It  should  be  the  aim  of  the  Council  to  extend  this  service  as 
far  as  possible.  The  problem  of  disposal  always  follows  collection. 
Tipping  is  the  me  hod  adopted.  Crude  tipping  is  to  be  deprecated  as 
it  invariably  leads  to  nuisance,  rodent  infestation,  and  generally  detri- 
mental to  health.  Even  in  Rural  Areas  it  is  essential  that  some  degree 
of  controlled  tipping  is  carried  out.  Also  the  survey  and  treatment  of 
tips  for  rodent  infestation  should  be  a priority. 

Further  progress  was  made  in  Sewerage  schemes  during  the  year. 
The  Council’s  record  in  this  respect,  since  the  end  of  the  war.  is  remarK- 
able.  There  are  many  villages  yet  to  be  tackled  in  respect  of  drainage 
and  the  Health  Department  will  do  its  utmost  to  lurther  these  scheme^. 

The  problem  of  Caravan  sites  has  arisen,  especially  during  the 
past  few  years.  The  Pembrokeshire  Coas',  a large  part  of  whicn  lies 
within  the  Rural  District,  is  ideal  for  this  type  of  holiday.  There  are 
many  Caravanners  who  prefer  properly  organised  sites  with  sanitation, 
water  and  other  services  provided.  The  provision  of  these  needs  would 
be  beneficial  to  the  visi;ors  and  to  the  Council. 
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this  Preface  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  more  salient  points 
of  the  Report.  For  detailed  information  reference  should  be  made  to 
the  individual  chap'.ers. 

Parts  II  and  III  of  the  Report  reflect  the  extent  of  the  work  carried 
out  by  the  Health  Department,  and  other  Departmen's  of  the  Council. 
The  compilation  of  Part  11  and  III  is  the  work  of  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Officer,  which  is  presented  in  his  usual  efficient  and  methodical  manner. 

I should  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council,  and  the  Staff, 
for  their  continued  assistance  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

Discussion  of  Mortality  Statistics.

During  the  year  under  review,  sampling  of  milk  ; inspeetion  of 
dairies;  together  with  the  methods  adopted  in  the  distribution  of  this 
commodity  received  considerable  attention.  A joint  County  Conference 
was  convened  under  the  Chairmanship  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  and  officials  of  the  following  departments  were  present : — 

(1)  Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  the  District  Councils. 

(2)  Sanitary  Officers  for  the  District  Councils. 

(3)  Director  of  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Carmarthen. 

(4)  Milk  Production  Officer  of  the  County  Agricultural  Committee. 

(5)  Milk  Regulations  Officer  of  the  County  Agricultural  Committee. 

(6)  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Animal  Health  Division. 

(7)  Chief  Officer — Area  Milk  Laboratory. 

(8)  TTie  Manager  of  the  Dried  Milk  Products,  Haverfordwest. 

This  meeting  was  definitely  a step  in  the  right  direction  in  order 
to  foster  even  greater  co-operation  between  the  departments  responsible 
for  the  control  of  milk,,  and:  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  future  similar  con- 
ferences will  be  convened  at  regular  intervals.

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"AAgain  26  samples  were  taken  for  biological  examination.  Twenty- 
one  were  satisfactory,  and  five  unsatiTactory.  . Copies  of  any  adverse 
reports  are  forwarded  to  the  appropriate  Departments  concerned  with  the 
production  of  milk,  and  the  retailer  directed  to  arrange  for  his  own  supply 
to  be  heat  treated,  and  to  retail  only  pasteurised  milk  until  the  order  is 
cancelled. 

In  addition  to  the  above.  96  samples  were  taken  from  schools,  and 
the  results  have  been  submitted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  for  inclusion 
in  his  report.

We  are  not  satisfied  with  the  position  regarding  the  process  of 
bottle  washing.  It  is  proposed  during  the  coming  year  to  intensify  this 
particular  branch  of  our  work,  and  follow  up  adverse  reports  with  advice 
to  the  dairymen  concerned.  As  pointed  out  in  the  last  report,  we  are 
at  a disadvantage  when  taking  these  samples  due  to  the  distance  between 
our  area  and  the  Laboratory  at  Carmarthen,  and  secondly  that  the 
process  of  washing  bottles  is  carried  out  late  in  the  afternoon  resulting 
in  arrangements  having  to  be  made  with  the  Laboratory  to  receive  late 
deliveries. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  number  of  dwellings  with  piped  water  supply  is  now  5,178, 
making  a percentage  of  80.5  of  the  total  number  of  premises  in  the 
area,  as  compared  with  4,946,  and  a percentage  of  74.8  a year  ago.  The 
schemes  which  were  reported  in  the  last  report  as  under  construction 
are  now  completed.

Sources  of  Piped  Water  Supply. 

1.  Prescelly  Gathering  Grounds  and  Impounding  Reservoir. 

Situated  in  the  Prescelly  Hills  in  North  Pembrokeshire.  The  water 
is  a typical  upland  surface  water.  Filtration  and  Chlorination  takes  place 
in  a modern  plant  immediately  upon  leaving  the  Impounding  Reservoir. 

Approximately  57.7  per  cent,  of  piped  water  in  the  Rural  District 
is  supplied  from  this  service. 


2.  Glanrhyd-Hotwells. 

Gathering  Ground  and  Impounding  Reservoir  (covered).  Upland 
surface  water.  Water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  before  entering  service 
mains.

Water  is  pumped  from  stream  to  join  mains  of  the  South  West 
Regional  Scheme  (Prescelly  Source).  Filtered  and  chlorinated  before 
entering  the  mains. 

This  source  augments  the  water  supply  (South  West  Regional  Scheme) 
in  the  Dale  Area. 

Approximately  2.6  per  cent,  of  piped  water  supply  in  Rural  District 
is  supplied  from  this  source. 
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7.  Nine  Wells — St.  Davids. 

Water  is  pumped  from  wells  to  Service  Reservoir  and  hence  relayed 
to  St.  Davids.  No  filtration  but  partial  chlorination.  This  source  is  only 
used  occasionally  to  augment  the  main  supply  to  St..  Davids  (Hotwells- 
Glanrhyd). 

Approximately  9.1  per  cent,  of  piped  water  in  the  Rural  District  is 
supplied  from  this  source. 

8.  Small  Agricultural  Schemes. 

There  are  approximately  160  farms  supplied  by  small  piped  schemes, 
and  grant-aided  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  through 
the  County  Agricultural  Executive  Committee.  The  sources  in  the 
majority  of  these  schemes  are  wells  and  springs.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  greater  majority  of  unsatisfactory  samples 
are  from  wells,  and  this  in  itself  warrants  the  contemplated  schemes 
referred  to  earlier  in  this  report. 

It  is  true  that  some  of  the  results  from  the  water  mains  are  also 
falling  into  the  “ Unsatisfactory  ” classification,  and  all  such  results  are 
immediately  passed  on  to  the  Water  Engineer  for  the  necessary  action, 
and  samples  from  such  sources  are  repeated  without  delay.  Again  in 
the  case  of  unsatisfactory  results  pertaining  to  wells,  we  inform  all  the 
tenants  depending  on  the  source,  and  they  are  requested  to  boil  all  water 
used  for  human  consumption. 


HOUSING 

Steady  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  providing  new  Council 
Houses  for  the  various  parts  of  the  Rural  District.  The  number  com- 
pleted was  130,  as  compared  with  215  in  1952.  The  table  set  out  indicates 
the  position  in  each  parish  together  with  the  demand  for  further  accom- 
modation. The  demand  figures  alone,  however,  are  not  an  indication  of 
the  true  need  for  further  houses  in  the  area.  On  perusal  of  our  records 
we  find  that  many  families  now  living  in  low-category  dwellings  have 
never  applied  for  alternative  accommodation. 

During  the  past  months  details  of  these  premises  in  certain  parishes 
have  been  furnished  to  the  appropriate  committee,  and  during  the  coming 
year  we  hope  to  be  in  a position  to  prepare  a comprehensive  report  on 
all  cottages  falling  into  categories  4 and  5,  within  the  sixty-six  parishes.

There  is  another  important  aspect  which  must  be  mentioned  at  this 
stage.  I am  referring  to  the  families  who  have  “ squatted  ” on  various 
sites  at  Withybush.  These  sites  are  not  under  the  control  of  the  Council. 
Some  nine  families  are  at  present  accommodated  on  these  dispersed  sites. 
It  is  refreshing  to  note  that  steps  have  already  been  taken  to  rid  the 
area  of  these  temporary  buildings.  Early  in  July  the  Welsh  Office  con- 
vened a meeting  of  representatives  of  the  Department  together  with 
members  of  both  the  Borough  and  Rural  District  Councils,  and  it  was 
agreed  to  rehouse  licensees  and  “ squatters  ” from  Withybush  in  the 
following  proportions  : —

In  so  far  as  this  Council  is  concerned  steps  have  already  been  taken 
to  acquire  land  at  Merlins  Bridge  for  this  purpose.  In  fact  work  on 
roads  and  sewers  is  in  progress,  and  it  is  hoped  that  during  the  summer 
months  all  the  families  concerned  will  be  rehoused  and  the  existing 
hutments  accommodadon  demolished.

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The  Council  carried  out  repair  work  to  Kiln  Cottage,  Hook,  follow- 
ing the  service  of  a Notice  on  the  owner  under  Section  9 of  the  HcA  ig 
Act,  1936.  The  owner,  however,  was  unable  to  undertake  the  ^rk. 
Voluntary  arrangements  were  made  in  this  case  to  reimburse  the  Council 
of  the  expenses  incurred  by  payment  of  10/-  per  week. 

Seven  Notices  were  also  served  under  Section  138  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  as  amended  by  Section  30  of  the  Water  Act,  1945,  on  owners 
to  provide  water  in  pipes  to  their  houses.  At  the  time  of  preparing 
this  report  three  had  been  complied  with.  The  usual  policy  will  be 
adopted  in  the  case  of  the  remaining  four  for  the  Council  to  carry  out 
the  work  and  recharge  the  owner. 

Informal  Action — Repairs  and  Improvements. 

As  the  result  of  advice  given  to  owners  following  an  inspection  made 
of  their  properties  and  preliminary  action  no  less  than  207  premises  were 
improved.  This  must  be  ranked  as  a very  commendable  effort  on  the 
part  of  owners,  and  it  is  a very  satisfactory  way  of  achieving  and 
accomplishing  such  work. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Council  not  to  revert  to  Statutory  action 
except  where  absolutely  necessary,  and  it  is  surprising  the  amount  of 
work  that  has  been  accomplished  purely  by  advice  and  consultation. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS 

Three  new  factories  were  registered  during  the  year.  A change  also 
occurred  in  the  classification  of  some  of  the  existing  factories  due  to 
electric  power  being  introduced,  and  three  were  deleted.  The  number  on 
the  register  at  31st  December  was  56  without  power  and  86  with  power.

Details  of  premises  registered  under  Section  14  of  the  Food  and 
Drug  Act  are  contained  in  Appendices  1 and'  3. 

The  list  consists  of  three  premises  registered  for  the  manufacture  of 
sausages  ; four  for  the  preparation  and  sale  of  fish  and  chips,  and  one 
Butter  Blending  Factory.

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An  additional  feature  of  the  one  at  Causeway,  Camrose,  is  tli0  as 
and  from  the  29th  September  last,  they  are  the  buyers  of  condemned 
meat  from  the  Haverfordwest  Slaughterhouse.  The  quantity  of  condemned 
meat  received  during  the  past  three  months  of  1953  was  : —

Satisfied  that  all  condemned  meat  received  at  this  yard  is  dealt  with 
in  a proper  manner. 

Cafes,  Hotels  and  Restaurants. 

The  majority  of  premises  within  this  category  are  only  in  use  during 
the  summer  months.  It  will  be  noted  from  the  information  contained 
in  Appendix  9 that  they  are  situated  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the 
bays.  Considerable  progress  was  made  by  way  of  introducing  better 
sanitary  arrangements  (in  particular  in  the  St.  Davids  area)  due  to  the 
introduction  of  the  Sewerage  Scheme. 

Conditions  at  premises  in  Broad  and  Little  Haven  leave  much  to 
be  desired,  but  here  again  we  are  anticipating  considerable  improvements 
immediately  the  Sewerage  Scheme  is  completed. 

Certain  improvements  have  also  been  carried  out  at  inland  premises 
by  introducing  a water  carriage  system  of  sanitation  discharging  to 
cesspits. 

Public  Houses. 

Here  again  the  general  position  follows  the  pattern  of  the  preced- 
ing remarks  pertaining  to  Cafes,  Hotels,  and  Restaurants.  At  Scleddau. 
St.  Davids  and  Johnston  licensed  premises  are  connected  to  the  main 
sewer. 

Proposals  have  been  received  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  work 
will  proceed  without  delay  of  improving  existing  conditions  at  : — 

1.  Brook  Inn,  St.  Ishmaels. 

2.  Victoria  Inn,  Roch. 

3.  Rising  Sun,  Pelcomb. 

4.  Picton  Inn,  Clarbeston  Road. 


MINERAL  WATERS 

We  have  only  one  Mineral  Water  Works  in  the  area,  and  sampling 
of  the  product,  manufactured  from  this  source,  and  bottle  rinsings  was 
carried  out  at  regular  intervals.

GENERAL  SANITATION 
AND 


HYGIENE 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Details  of  the  premises  served  are  included  in  the  appendices  at  the 
end  of  this  report.  With  the  increasing  number  of  Council  Estates  it  is 
estimated  that  approximately  62.5  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  of 
dwellings  enjoy  either  a weekly  or  fortnightly  collection. 

The  total  cost  of  operating  this  service  for  the  past  twelve  months 
was  £3,280  The  mileage  covered  for  the  purpose  by  the  two  lorries 
was  23,850.  The  cost  of  collection  in  terms  of  individual  premi.ses  per 
week  is  approximately  4.75d. 

The  following  sites  are  used  for  refuse  tips  — 

(1)  Waun,  Fawr,  St.  Davids. 

(2)  Aberfelin,  Trevine. 

(3)  Bwlchyrhos,  Little  Newcastle. 

(4)  Wallis  Common,  Ambleston. 

(5)  Targate,  Freystrop. 

We  could  with  advantage  operate  another  site  in  the  south  of  the 
district — Dale  area  preferably,  and  we  are  endeavouring  to  obtain  such 
sites,  but  hitherto  without  success 

With  regard  to  the  control  of  these  sites,  we  are  in  a position  to 
arrange  for  the  loaders  to  carry  out  this  work  weekly.  Advantage  is  taken 
of  earth  available  from  housing  sites  and  sewerage  schemes  to  cover  up 
these  tips,  which  results  in  the  sites  being  semi-controlled.  Furthermore 
any  signs  of  infestation  are  immediately  dealt  with  by  the  rodent  operator.

There  are  also  twenty-two  “ Private  Schemes  ” in  operation  serving 
the  Council’s  Housing  Estates.  Part  of  the  “ Maes  Ewan”  Estate  at  Solva 
discharges  to  the  disposal  works  at  Porthyrhaw,  which  was  constructed 
during  the  war  to  cater  for  the  service  camps  in  that  vicinity.  Again  by 
kind  permission  of  the  R.N.A.D.,  Treewn,  the  sewage  from  the  twenty- 
six  houses  at  Wesley  Place  (Llanstinai  Parish)  is  treated  at  the  R.N. 
disposal  works. 


EMPTYING  OF  CESSPITS 

The  number  of  private  cesspits  emptied  during  the  year  was  54.  In 
addition  the  maintenance  of  the  various  disposals  works  entailed  the 
desludging  of  tanks  at  regular  intervals,  and  the  Cesspool  Emptier  pur- 
chased in  1952,  has  and  continues  to  be  a real  asset.  We  are  confronted 
with  certain  difficulties  at  times  due  to  the  siting  of  certain  cesspits,  in 
particular  those  at  the  rear  of  terraced  houses  in  the  villages.  The 
standard  charge  of  £4  5s.  Od.  per  individual  cesspit  is  still  in  operation  ; 
but  the  Council  propose  to  reconsider  this  matter  at  the  close  of  the 
current  financial  year. 


SALVAGE— WASTE  PAPER 

In  spite  of  many  representations  made  to  various  paper  mills  we 
were  unable  to  find  a market  fon  some  4 tons  of  mixed  paper  which  had 
already  been  baled  at  the  Council  stores.  I am  hopeful,  however,  that 
Messrs.  Badash  and  Greenway,  of  Cardiff,  will  accept  this  during  the  early 
part  of  the  coming  year. 

With  regard  to  the  salvage  of  other  materials,  the  Secretary  to  the 
National  Scrap  Drive  was  authorised  to  inspect  and  salvage  tins  from  on 
refuse  tips  ; an  inspection  was  made,  but  they  did  not  consider  it  feasible 
to  arrange  salvage  from  any  of  the  sites. 
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RODENT  CONTROL  0 

Thirty-six  campaigns  to  rid  areas  of  rodent  infestation  were  carried 
out  during  1953.  We  have  the  facilities  available  for  immediate  treat- 
ment of  infested  sites.  The  Council  purchased  a motor  cycle  and  side- 
car for  the  rodent  operator,  and  the  initial  survey  together  with  the  final 
checking  up  and  disposal  of  poison  baits  and  bodies  are  carried  out 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  Campaigns  carried  out 
in  business  premises  are  charged  to  the  occupiers/owners.  The  cost  of 
operating  the  scheme  for  the  past  twelve  months  was  in  the  region  of 
£250.  We  are  again  indebted  to  the  Pests  Department  of  the  County 
Agricultural  Committee  for  their  co-operation  in  carrying  out  joint 
campaigns  pertaining  to  farms  and  land  adjoining  our  villages  and 
hamlets. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

We  found  it  necessary  to  implement  Section  47  of  the  above  Act  on 
two  occasions  during  the  year.  The  occupier  of  a cottage  in  the  Parish 
of  Llanrhian  was  found  to  be  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  and  also 
an  elderly  lady  at  Rosemarket.  In  order  to  deal  with  cases  of  this  kind 
the  Council  resolved  that  a sub-committee  be  appointed  consisting  of  the 
Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Council,  together  with  the  Local 
Member  in  whose  area  the  person  resides,  with  plenary  powers  to 
implem_ent  the  Act. 


CAMPING  SITES 

In  the  last  annual  report  reference  was  made  to  the  earmarking  of 
suitable  sites  which  would  be  directly  under  the  control  of  the  Council. 
Our  experience  during  the  past  sjeason  confirmed  in  no  uncertain  manner 
the  need  for  action  by  the  Council  in  this  direction,  and  at  the  October 
Meeting  of  the  Publio  Health  Commi.tee  a joint  report  from  the  Surveyor 
and  myself  was  considered. 

Extracts  from  this  report  on  the  need,  siting  and  layout!  are  submitted 
hereunder : — 


Caravan  Site,  Whitesands,  St.  Davids. 

Need. 

The  number  of  existing  caravan  sites  in  Pembrokeshire  are  very  few 
indeed.  Apart  from  fairlj/  extensive  provision  at  Saundersfoot,  and  small 
sites  at  Broad  Haven,  Little  Haven  and  Newgale,  the  area  is  virtually 
unserved,  with  the  result  that  there  is  a tendency  towards  promiscuous 
and  uncontrolled  parking,  leading  to  unsatisfactory  sanitary  conditions 
and  giving  great  difficulty  in  exercising  reasonable  planning  or  public 
health  control. 

Siting. 

Careful  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  selection  of  the  most 
suitable  site  for  development  as  a caravan  site.  Approaching  the  prob- 
lem without]  any.  preconceived  ideas,  we  considered  whether  in  fact  White- 
sands  was  the  best  spot  for  the  purpose  or  whether  some  other  locus 
would  be  better.  In  suggesting  Whitesands  the  following  points  have 
been  borne  in  mind  : — 

(a)  Its  present  popularity. 

(b)  Its  proximity  to  St.  Davids. 

(c)  the  excellent  cliff  scenery  and  good  bathing. 

(d)  the  possibility  of  so  siting  caravans  that  they  can  be  relatively 
inconspicuous. 

fc)  good  road  access. 

(f)  the  land  suggested  is  not  of  high  agricultural  value. 
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The  site  which  is  suggested  consists  of  three  enclosures  adjoining  the 
northern  side  of  the  road  at  Whitesands,  comprising  approximately 
5.7  acres,  of  which  approxima.ely  3.7  acres  would  be  suitable  for  caravan 
parking.  The  land  has  been  used  for  parking  vans  for  some  years  past, 
but  no  proper  facilities  have  been  provided,  with  the  result  that  conditions 
on  the  site  have  not  been  entirely  satisfactory. 

It  is  felt  that  it  cannot  be  emphasised  too  strongly  that  if  the  Council 
decide  to  develop  a caravan  site,  it  should  be  carried  out  in  such  a way 
as  to  act  as  a model  to  private  developers  and  to  reflect  credit  on  the 
Council. 

Layout. 

In  considering  the  layout  of  a caravan  site  care  has  to  be  taken  to 
prevent  overcrowding  or  any  appearance  of  regimentation,  and  yet  to 
provide  necessary  services  as  economically  as  possible.  Bearing  in  mind 
that  the  site  is  for  summer  use  (and  in  the  hope  that  summersi  are  generally 
reasonably  dry)  access  roads  need  only  be  of  light  construction — on  many 
sites  visited,  stripping  of  turf,  laying  of  2in.  to  3in.  of  stone,  blined  with 
ashes  oi*  small  chippings,  was  sufficient  for  the  drivers  around  the  site,  with 
a more  sturdily  constructed  road  at  the  main  access  where  traffic  is 
naturally  heavier. 

The  facilities  provided  should  be  : — 

(a)  suitable  sanitary  conveniences.  These  need  be  only  of  very  simple 
construction. 

(b)  water  supply  at  convenient  points. 

(c)  provision  for  waste  water  disposal.  In  the  light  of  experience  on 
many  caravan  sites  both  here  and  on  the  Continent,  it  is  suggested 
that  a very  simple  soakpit  for  each  " pitch  ” is  the  cheapest  and 
most  satisfactory  solution.  This  also  has  the  advantage  of  defining 
the  actual  pitches  very  easily,  and  ensuring  that  proper  spacing  of 
vans  is  maintained. 

(d)  sufficient  waste  bins,  regularly  emptied. 

(e)  plentiful  rough  shrub  and  hedge  planting  to  break  up  the  site 
and  provide  a degree  of  privacy  and  seclusion.  Some  exellent 
e.xamples  of  the  results  obtained  by  this  means  have  been  noted 
in  Southern  England  and  on  the  Belgian  coast. 

(f)  a portion  of  the  site  should  be  set  aside  for  campers.  It  is  not  a 
good  thing  to  “ mix  up  ” caravans  and  tents,  but  the  facilities  pro- 
vided for  the  vans  should  also  be  available  to  campers.  An 
outstanding  example  of  how  well  this  can  be  achieved  was  seen 
near  Paris,  and  an  equally  outstanding  example  of  how  it  ought 
not  to  be  done  was  seen  in  the  West  Country. 

(g)  A site  shop — This,  is  not  only  a money  maker  in  its  own  right  but 
also  ensures  that  there  is  someone  responsible  in  attendance  to 
collect  fees,  supervise  the  site  and  to  deal  with  all  the  routine 
matters  which  arise,  besides  serving  the  general  public  as  well  as 
the  site  as  such.  It  would  probably  be  best  if  such  a shop  was 
let  by  tender  each  year. 

The  Council  decided  to  invite  the  National  Park  Committee  to  proceed 
with  the  development  of  the  site,,  as  it  lies  within  the  National  Park  area, 
and  that  body  can  apparently  obtain  Government  Grants  towards  the 
cost.  It  is  a matter  of  regret  however,  that  so  far  no  progress  has  been 
made  even  though  the  Council  had  obtained  right  of  entry  to  the  site 
before  passing  the  proposal  over  to  the  National  Park  Committee. 
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DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION 

Fumigation  of  rooms  was  carried  out  on  29  occasions  following  notifi- 
cation of  infectious  disease.  In  addition,  two  premises  were  disinfested 
following  the  removal  of  the  occupants  to  an  Institution.  For  this  purpose 
the  rooms  were  sprayed  with  an  insecticide  containing  D.D.T.  and  after- 
wards fumigated  with  “ formaldyhyde  ” vapour. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  Council  has  provided  Public  Conveniences  at  ; — 

(a)  Broad  Haven.  (c)  Whitesands. 

(b)  Newgale.  (d)  St.  Davids. 

In  addition  a further  convenience  has  been  erected  at  Dale  which  is 
attached  to  the  pumping  station  of  the  Dale  Sewerage  Scheme.  All  these 
buildings  are  maintained  by  the  Council,  and  arrangements  are  made  for 
cleaning  the  premises  twice  weekly  during  the  summer  months,  and  once 
a week  during  the  remainder  of  the  year. 


SCHOOLS 


The  conditions  prevailing  at  some  of  the  schools  within  the  Rural 
District,  and  in  particular,  the  “ conservancy  system  " of  sanitation  which 
is  now  in  existence,  was  discussed  at  many  of  the  Public  Health  Com- 
mi.tee  Meetings.  A report  was  furnished  on  all  the  schools,  and  as  the 
result  of  a recommendation  from  the  above  mentioned  Committee,  the 
CounciJ  resolved  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Pembrokeshire  Education 
Authority  to  the  adverse  conditions,  and  to  ascertain  what  order  of 
priority  the  Committee  proposed  to  introduce  to  improve  the  conditions.

Talbenny  no  longer  exists  ; the  school  is  housed  in  the  Parochial  Hall 
at  Little  Haven.  The  Authority  is  of  the  opinion  that  Broad  Haven  School 
should  suffice  for  this  district. 

Consideration  of  Dale  and  Marloes  is  deferred  pending  the  possibility 
of  erecting  a new  school  in  the  place  of  the  existing  Dale  and  Marloes 
Schools. 

Progress  with  (2)  above  in  1954-55  will  depend  on  the  extent  to  which 
the  money  allotted  for  1954-55  by  the  Ministry  (and  which  must  not  be 
exceeded)  is  absorbed;  it  has  to  be  applied  to  (1)  additional  accommoda- 
tion for  existing  schools,  (2)  sanitation,  (3)  heating  and  (4)  lighting, 
throughout  the  whole  county. 

Representatives  of  the  Education  Committee  have  visited  the  Ministry, 
both  in  London  and  at  Cardiff,  and  pressed  for  funds  to  enable  the 
Authority  to  deal  in  particular  with  antiquated  systems,  and  without  much 
avail.” 

The  Council  also  resolved  to  serve  a Statutory  Notice  on  the  Pem- 
brokeshire Education  Authority  to  connect  the  School  at  Herbrandston 
to  the  Council's  Public  Sewer.

We  are  indebted  to  the  Chief  Fire  Officer  of  the  County  for  his 
co-operaiion  in  arranging  inspections  to  be  made  of  the  methods  used  by 
Licensees  to  store  petroleum  spirit,  and  for  submitting  recommendations 
for  improvements.  Copies  of  these  recommendations  have  been  forwarded 
to  the  Licensees  and  steps  have  been  taken  in  the  majoriiy  of  cases  to 
comply  with  the  requirements. 

The  main  defects  noted  are  absence  of  notices,  and  fire  appliances  and 
inadequate  flame  traps  for  the  vent  pipes.  These  items  are  of  importance, 
in  particular  where  storage  of  petrol  occurs  in  our  major  villages,  and 
hitherto  the  inspections  have  been  mainly  in  respert  of  sites  so  situated.
